The Epistle of James 
affords still more decisive evidence, as it is ad- 
dressed to the twelve tribes, which are scattered 
abroad, and greets them as brethren. 

The proof from these facts of the Hebrew or- 
igin of the Nestorians appears to be conclusive, 
since a regular and uninterrupted succession of 
ministers and churches may be traced from apos- 
tolic times, showing that they are the same peo- 
ple which then inhabited the country, and were 
known as the sons of Israel. 

The remaining part of Dr. Grant’s book is oc- 
cupied with an extended consideration of the 
prophecies which relate to the ten tribes. He 
thus aims at strengthening his argument by the 
intimations and promises of the sacred scripttres, 
may be drawn from this source. For this branch 
of his argument we must refer the reader to the 
book itself.
